Starting on Sept. 17 from 
Philadelphia, the train will make 
a year-long, 33,000-mile tour of 
the country to exhibit its load of 
historic documents. 

It will stop in 300 communities 
to permit the public to file 
through its three exhibition cars 
and view such priceless museum 
pieces as the Bill of Rights, the 
Declaration of Independence and 
an early draft of the United 
States Constitution. 

The exhibits, ranging from a 
letter of Christopher Columbus to 
the United Nations charter, span 
the country’s history.

The exchange was made public 
by the Vatican and the office of 
Myron- Taylor, presidential repre- 
sentative to the Pope. The Pope 
received the President's letter 
from Taylor in an audience Tues- 
day and replied the same day. 

“TI geek to encourage renewed 
faith in the dignity and worth of 
the human person in all lands,” 
Truman wrote. “The times de 
mand faith that is strong enough 
to struggle, if need be, for the 
right.” 

The Pope's reply said: 

“Once the state, to the exclu- 
sion of God, makes itself the 
source of the rights of the human 
person, man is forthwith reduced 
to the condition of slave; a mere 
civic commodity.” 

The Pope pledged “wholehearted 
cooperation from God's church” 
in championing “the individual 
against despotic rule; the laboring 
man against oppression; religion 

against persecution.” 

; The President's letter was dated 
Aug. 6. The Pope's reply was dat- 
ed Aug. 26 from the pontifical 
summer residence at Castel Gan- 
dolfo. 


President's Letter 
The President's letter follows: 
Your Holiness: 

In continuance of the exchanges 
of views undertaken from time to 
time since their beginning, on 
Dec. 23, 1939, for the purpose of 
facilitating parallel endeavors for 
peace and the alleviation of hu- 
man suffering, I am requesting 
Mr. Taylor to return to Rome 
and to resume audiences with 
Your Holiness at such times as 
may be found appropriate. These 
exchanges have ase 5 contrib- 
uted profoundly toward a sound 
and lasting peace and to the 
strengthening of the impelling 
convictions pursued by the peo- 
ples of the world in their quest 
for a moral world order firmly 
established in the life of nations. 

I desire to do everything in my 
power to support and to con- 
tribute to a concert of all the 
forces striving for a moral world. 
Those forces are in the homes of 
peaceful and law-abiding citizens 
in every part of the world who 
are exemplifying in their own 
lives the principles of the good 
neighbor: the Golden Rule itself. 
They are on the farms, in the fac- 
tories, mines and little shops in 
all parts of the world where the 
principles of free co-operation and 
voluntary association in self-gov- 
ernment are honored. 

Moral Aspirations Widespread. 
These moral aspirations are in 
the hearts of good men the world 
over. They are in all churches, 
and in schools. The war demon- 
strated that all persons, 
less of divergent religious alleg- 
jances, can unite their efforts for 
the preservation and support of 
the principles of freedom and 
morality and justice. They must 
unite their efforts in the cause of 
enduring peace if they are not 
one by one to be weakened and 
rendered impotent at the times 
of their great need. They have, 
individually and together, the 
duty to vindicate, by their 
thoughts and deeds, the great 
hopes for which men fought in 
World War II and the hopes 
which today all serious-thinking 
men and women throughout the 
world know must be attained. 
The tasks now confronting us 
are formidable. The conditions 
for meeting the heavy problems 
of war settlement and of new 
problems still unsolved are gc- 
companied by multiplied dis-

| Zervas ig due to return to that 
post in the revised cabinet. Of- 
'ficials said tonight, however, that 
he had scheduled a conference 
with United States Ambassador 
Lincoln McVeagh, and there was 
a possibility he would not accept 
the public order post again. 
Before the announcement of 
Maximos's selection, Dwight Gris- 
wold, head of the American aid 
mission, had urged Greek leaders 
to quit arguing and form a broad 
coalition to keep “any foreign 
power” from seizing the Greek 
Government. 

Griswold, who has been trying 
to reconcile the claims of Tsal- 
daris’s Populists (Royalists) and 
Themistocles Sofoulis, Liberal 
party leader, called a press con- 
ference to make clear the Ameri- 
can position. 

We came here to neutralize for- 
eign aggression which started be- 
fore we arrived,” he said. “We are 


only interested in seeing a govern- 
ment in Greece with which we 
can do our job effectively.” 

He said the American mission 
wants “to see all elements united, 
keeping any foreign power from 
taking control of the Greek Gov- 
ernment.” 

While Griswold spoke, reports 
arrived from Jannina that Army 
troops and 500 guerrillas had been 
clashing since 4 a.m. near Theo- 
dorina. The guerrillas had been 
marching southward toward Mount 
Agrafa with munitions and cattle 
to supply rebel bands in the hills 
of central Greece. 


Griswold said it was possible 
that some Greek leaders may be 
trying to cause disagreements de- 
tween himself and -MacVeagh. 
Both American leaders have been 
discussing the Government crisis 
with party leaders. 


“We have no intention of stay- 
ing here or of establishing any 
authority here by the United 
States,” Griswold said of his mis 
sion's work distributing $300,000,- 
000 American aid. “Congress laid 
down the basic policies we should 
follow and that’s what we are 
trying to do.” 

He asserted that the American 
mission had not developed a “po- 
litical section.” 

Griswold said American policy 
would be aided if a broadened 
government were formed and han- 
dicapped if a more restricted gov- 
ernment took power. He said that 
he and MacVeagh had the same 
viewpoint and same goal. Some 
Greek leaders, he said, may be 
“trying to cause disagreement be- 
tween us.” | 

“Things happen so fast and you 
see so Many people so suddenly 
that it is impossible for two hu- 
man beings to follow exactly the 
same method,” he added. 

The threat to Greek security 
in some areas is limiting recon- 
struction efforts, Griswold said.

fraud cases in the 1946 primary 
here. He was the first major po- 
litical figire to be called before 
the jury. 

In its invest, ation of his ward, 
one of the traditionally machine 
deliverable politica! bailiwicks 
here, the jury previously indicted 
his younger brother, Robert Me- 
Ki. ick, who served as a precinct 
captain, namine him as defendant 
in a vote fraud conspiracy cha ge. 

The jury, which has returned 
three sets of vote fraud indict- 
ments since impanelment July 8, 
may be discharged tomorrow. It 
has become apparent that the 
final phase of its investigation 
is to attempt to establish whether 
there was a working alliance “to 
get out the vote” between Me- 
Kissick’s ward and politicians in 
the First Ward, who owe allegi- 
ance to Charles Binnagio, gamb- 
ler and head of a deliverable fac- 
tion there. The first indictment 
to be returned involved one of 
Binnagio's precincts. It named 
one of his aids, Morris “Snag” 
Klein, gambler and precinct cap- 
tain, as well as some primary 
election officials. a 

Evidence of vote fraud in the 
1946 primary in at least 12 pre- 
cincts involving several wards al- 
ready has been obtained in the 
continuing investigation by agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, the Post-Dispatch learned. 

This material would be available 
for immediate submission to any 
future grand jury which might be 
impaneled to continue the vote 
fraud investigation, in addition to 
Turther information which might 
be developed in the interim be- 
tween juries. 

No date has been set for the 
calling of another special grand 
jury, although United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert A. Ridge has 
indicated that he may. summon 
one. It is regarded as possible 
that one or more of three pending 
vote fraud conspiracy trials, based 
on indictments returned by the 
current jury, may be disposed of 
before another jury is chosen. 

The current jury largely de- 
voted itself today to the tedious 
counting of some of the ballots 
impounded by the Government 
throughout this city and Jackson 
county after a belated federal in- 
vestigation was authorized by 

rney General Tom C. Clark 
ng the blowing of the court- 
house safe here three months ago. 
Ballots impounded by a State 
Grand Jury to be used as evidence 
against most of 71 state vote 
fraud defendants were selectively 
stolen. 
Although the special Federal 
Grand Jury was empowered to in- 
vestigate the safe-blowing as well 
as vote frauds, no 3 con- 
cerning the looting of the e, 80 
far as could be ascertained, has 
been placed before it. It has been 
pointed out unofficially, in view 
of an intensive FBI investigation 
into the robbery, that it is use- 
less to make arrests on suspicion 
unless there is sufficient legal evi- 
dence as to give promise of con-

Some states; like/Illinois, permit 
the use of so-called nonpermissi- 
ble” equipment, which the Bureau 
of Mines will not approve because 
such equipment does not always 
have proper safeguards to prevent 
arcs and sparks. 

The explosion took place in a 
working section about 12,230 feet 
from e main shaft and about 
6000 feet from the nearest escape 
shaft, said the report. Analysis 
of the air in the mine, taken af- 
ter the explosion, indicated that 
the mine was liberating consider- 
able methane at the moment of 
the blast, it went on. 

Cause of Explosion. 

Any Interruption of the ventilat- 
ing current would have permitted 
an accumulation of explosive gas 


report said. This was particu- 
larly true of the active drilling 
sections which were adjacent to 
the vast areas of abandoned work- 
ings, which were not sealed and 
unventilated. 
The gathering (or loading) lo- 
comotive was in operation at the 


instant of the explosion, the in- 
spectors reported, and the evi- 
dence points to the conclusion 
that the accumulation of methane 
was ignited by a spark from the 
locomotive. . 

“The possibility that it was ig- 
nited by someone smoking cannot 
be entirely dismissed,” the report 
added. | 

Some of the men in the mine, 
said the report, had been in the 
habit of carrying cigarettes and 
matches into the mine. “Even in 
those mines in [Illinois where 
smoking has been prohibited, it 
has not been a practice to search 
the men for smokers’ articles be- 
fore they enter the mine,” it said. 

In summation, the report said: 
“It was concluded by the bureau 


and in investigations that some 
accumulated gas had been forced 
into the active working area, or

that “abandoned workings should 
be sealed or ventilated.” Article 
8, section 9d, says: “Where non- 
permissible equipment is used, 
care should be taken to protect 
the workmen by making frequent 
examinations of the air for me- 
thane content and by preventing 
interruptions of the ventilating 
current.” 

Article 11, section 6a warns 
against the carrying of matches 
or lighters into mine. 

As a supplemental recommenda- 
tion, the report warned that in 
sections of a mime known -to be 
gaseous, such as the Old Ben 
Mine, where the active workings 
are adjacent to large areas of un- 
sealed, abandoned workings, the 
active sections should be ven- 
tilated by intake air and only per- 
missible electric equipment should 
be used.

36 ARE KILLED IN CRASH. 
OF NORWEGIAN FLYING BOAT 


OSLO, Aug. 28 (AP)—A_ Nor- 
wegian Airlines flying boat 
crashed in the Lofoten Moun- 
tains today, killing all 38 persons 
aboard, the company announced.

Abandoned workings should 
e ventilated properly and in- 
spected frequently, or they should 
be sealed.” 
Secondly, said the report, in 
mines where single doors are used 
to control ventilation, all precau- 
tions should be taken to see t 
the doors are not kept open for 
an extended period., 

Third, it is of paramount im- 
portance that the officials in a 
gassy mine keep their flame safe- 
ty lamps with them at all times 
and make frequent examinations 


The fourth lesson, the report 


smoking in gassy mines, surrepti- 
tiously or otherwise, must be dis- 
continued if mine disasters are to 
be avoided. 

Searching employes for ciga- 
rettes and cigars before they enter 
the mine should be considered by 
the miners themselves to be an 
essential safeguard, not a viola- 
tion of personal rights. 

The Bureau also reported that 
bags of rock dust suspended from 
timbers in the mine were proved 
to be ineffective in preventing 
spread of the explosion, as most 
of the bags did got “trip,” and 
the rock dust was not dispersed 
into the air. In contrast to this 
statement, state mining officials 
had declared that the rock dust in 
the mine had localized the explo- 
sion effectively,

pay, pensions, ck benefits and 
life insurance, and other like 
‘fringe’ items, ability to pay must 
be considered.” 

Public Favor a Factor. 

After pointing out that neither 
union nor company could prosper 
unless the public continued to use 
the company facilities to such an 
extent as to produce sufficient 
income to support both, the arbi- 
trators said: If fares are in- 
creased or services curtailed to a 
point where they meet with pub- 
lic disfavor, it is inevitable that 
the company directly, and its em- 
ployes indirectly, will come into 
head-on collision with the law of 
diminishing returns. 

“We do not believe that the 
public will demand or want fare 
rates that force the employes and 
their families to live below 
normal standards. But we do be- 
lieve that the public will object 
to any additional compensation 
beyond that which the company 
can absorb, and which must, 
therefore, be passed on to the 
riding public or reflected in di- 
minished service.” 

Under the contract which ex- 
pired last Der. 31, the rate for 
operators, known as the key rate, 
was $1.05 plus a three-cent bonus, 
or a total of $1.08. Under the 
award of the old arbitration board, 
this rate was increased to 31.22 ½ 
an hour. Although the union, 
Local 788, AFL Amalgamated As- 
sociation er Street, Electric Rail- 
way and Motor Coach Employes, 
rejected the award and struck for 
more pay, the strike settlement 
provided they would continue to 
draw the increase pending the 
outcome of the second award. 

The new board found the old 
rate of $1.08 did not afford opera- 
tors a return which enabled them 
to live in accordance with normal 
standards of American living and 
that it was below the rates being 
paid “under recent agreements or 
arbitration awards by a majority 
of the transit*companies operat- 
ing in areas comparable to St. 
Louis.” 

In further finding the rate “far 
below the wage rates paid em- 
ployes of similar skills in other 
industries in this area,” the board 
upheld a contention of the union 
that its operators were skilled 
employes. The company, pointing 
to the short time in which an 
operator could be trained, had in- 
sisted the men were not skilled 
in the same sense as members of 
the construction and allied trades 


an Hour Wage 


were skilled. 

Next to the wage increases, the 
demand most heavily stressed by 
union representatives in the hear- 
ings had to do with schedule 
changes, They pointed out the 
long hours involved in split shifts 
and demanded that the number 
of straight runs be doubled, that 
tripper runs be eliminated and 
that the spreads between split 
runs be shortened. 


On this point the award stated: 
“Schedules primarily, but not ex- 
clusively, are the prerogative of 
management. The union, however, 
has the right to insist (1) that 
they be efficiently built, so as to 
give the operators the best work- 
ing hours COmmensurate with ade- 
quate service to the public, within 
the range of reasonable cost; and 
(2) that when it is necessary that 
certain ‘runs’ compel the oper- 
ators ta be on duty continuously 
for burdensome long hours, added 
compensation should be paid.” 


Weighing the increasea cost of 
granting the union's demands 
against the contention that pres- 
ent schedules prevent the opera- 
tors from living in decency and 
health, the arbitrators found that 
“present schedule regulations are 
not so oppressive as to reduce (the 
operators) to sub-standards of liv- 
ing. Hence, we conclude that 
ability of the company to pay is 
a controlling factor in disposition 
of this issue.” 

“The union has offered no evi- 
dence of cost of any one or all 
of its schedule demands,” the 
award pointed out. “The only evi- 
dence of costs are company esti- 
mates, These were considerably 
discredited and were shown to be 
based in part at least, upon speci- 
men schedules that were ineffi- 
ciently ‘cut’ and cannot, therefore, 
be relied upon in any degree of 
certainty; but even when dis- 
counted, it is apparent that the 
cost of compliance with union de- 
mands as a whole would be pro- 
hibitive.” 


The arbitrators declared that 
without further evidence of cost 
they refused to enter the field of 
speculation and accordingly turned 
down all schedule demands, 


Shorter Work Week. 

With respect to the union de- 
mand for a reduction of the work 
week from 48 to 40 hours, the 
arbitrators conceded the desira- 
bility of such a reduction but 
pointed out it would entail heavy 
expense and at least for the cur- 
rent year W ud merely result in 
increased take-home pay in the‘ 


form of overtime rather than gen- 
uine work relief to the operators. 


Asserting their belief that the 
operators really wanted more 
money rather than a reduced 
week, the arbitrators said: It is 
our conclusion that, with the in- 
creases of basic wages made by 
this board, such additional com- 
pensation would not be justified.” 


On the subject of pensions, the 
award referred to the $40 cur- 
rently being paid about 700 re- 
tired employes and the social se- 
curity benefits in applicable cases. 


“The aggregate of these two 
items,” the award stated, “will not 
adequately support an aged per- 
son or couple in reasonable com- 
fort under current living condi- 
tions. It is apparent, we think, 
that wages paid to employes will 
not permit them to accumulate a 
competency. We have concluded, 


sion rate should be increased to

The award denied the union de- 
mands for an enlarged program 


ance. It pointed out the Employes’ 
Mutual Penefit Association, joint- 
ly managed and financed by com- 
pany and union, was well con- 
ducted and provided excellent 
hospitalization and medical serv- 
ices, It conceded the sickness 
and death benefits now pfovided 
were inadequate but left the ad- 
justment of these matters to ne- 
gotiations now in progress. 


The new board, consisting of Jo- 
seph F. Holland, chairman; Judge 
Lyon Anderson of the. St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, and Circuit 
Judge Frank Hollingsworth of 
Mexico, Mo., came into being last 
June under the terms of the set- 
tlement ending the two-week 
strike of transit employes. They 
confined their deliberations to the 
4000-page transcript of the preced- 
ing hearings by the old\ board plus 
some additional evidence submit- 
ted at a two-day session for oral 
arguments last Aug. 11 and 12 
at Hotel Jefferson. 


The company's case was pre- 
sented originally by its general 
counsel, Gaylord C. Burke, al- 
though Liyod E. Boas argued the 
case before the last board. The 
union was represented by its pres- 
ident, East, and Frederic Meyer, 
a labor statistician in the employ 
of the international union’s Labor 
Bureau of the Middle West. 


The three arbitrators received 
$15,000 each for their services. 
Rodowe H. Abeken, the impartial 
member of the previous board, re- 
ceived $18,316 as his fee. As the 
cost of the arbitration up to the 
time of the first award has been 
estimated at about $100,000, the 
new operating contract probably 
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will have cost company and union 
some amount above $150,000. It 
will be effective only until Dec. 31 
unless continued by common con- 
sent. 


DEWEY CALLS FOR

‘DUTY’ TO PEACE

President Truman was read to the 
convention later, in which the 
President. said that “we must be 
so strong that no aggressor, how- 
ever rash, can persuade himself 
that we are open to conquest.” 
Truman had been invited to ad- 
dress the session but was unable 
to attend. 


The President said that “against 
the possibility of total’ war, we 
must have the certainty of total 
defense, using every resource of 
our being’ in the effort. Only 
universal military training can as- 
sure that sufficient forces will be 
available in fhe critical initial 
phase of another emergency.” 


Truman said the “weight and 
speed of war have multiplied” and 
weapons had become “more hor- 
rible in their destructive power.” 


He added that “in a world 
where chaos still exists and war 
remains a dread possibility, the 
cost of our security will remain 
high for some time to come. We 
must be so strong that no ag- 
gressor, however rash, can per- 
suade himself that we are open 
to conquest.”

Real Distress Reported at Rent 


‘Clinics’: 150 Tenants Seek Advice’ 


Some Say Landlords Demanded 15 Pct. 
More Without Leases, Threatened 
Eviction If Not Paid. 


“Very real distress” among 
many renters was revealed in the 
first night's operation of free ten- 
ants’ clinics” at five points in the 
city, the Progressive Citizens of 
America reported today, 

More than 150 persons applied 
last night at the clinics for advice 
respecting their rights under the 
federal rent control law which be- 
came effective July 1, Miss Kath- 
erine Shryver, director of the 
P. C. A. St. Louis chapter, said. 

At least a dozen tenants re- 
ported their landlords illegally 
had demanded a 15 per cent rent 
increase without offering a lease 
in return, threatening eviction if 
the increase were not paid, Miss 
Shryver asserted. In some cases, 
after payment of the increases, 
tenants received receipts for the 
smaller amounts, she said. 

Tenants were advised in each 
case to refuse the larger payments 
and to fight eviction. Clinics, 


with a lawyer in charge at each 
place, will be operated from 7 to 
9 p.m, Wednesdays at the follow- 
ing addresses: Pine Street Y.M.

Mutual Commerce Cas- 
ualty Under Examina- 
tion by State—License 
Not Yet Renewed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 28— 
The Mutual Commerce Casualty 
Co., of Kansas City, which handles 
a large volume of taxicab and 
automobile liability. insurance in 
St. Louis, yesterday ordered: the 
cancellation of a “substantial” 
number of new policies written 
by its agents during July and 
August. 

The board ot directors of the 
firm, whose financial affairs are 
under investigation by the State 
Division of Insurance, decided at 
its meeting in Kansas City not to 
accept any new business. The 


| firm will continue to renew exist- 


ing policies, but limit renewals to 
policyholders having the best risk 
experience, it was said. . 

State Superintendent of Insur- 


ance Owen G. Jackson, who at- 
tended the meeting, said the 


i firm's state license has not been 


renewed for 1947, pending comple- 
tion of an examination by ac- 
countants of his department, 


Accepted. New Business. 
The firm, until its action yes- 
terday, had continued to accept 


new business even though its 
state license was not reissued 
March 1, the renewal date. Jack- 
son said this was not unusual as 
it has been the policy of the State 
Insurance department for many 
years to permit Insurance compa- 
nies to continue accepting new 
risks pending an examination, al- 
though the state license was being 
held up pending the investigation. 

Jackson said a preliminary ex- 
amination of Mutual Commerce 
as of last March 31 disclosed some 
impairment of assets, and the 
firm’s license was not renewed as

SEOUL, Aug. 28 (AP)—Russia 
rejected today a United States 
proposal for an internationally- 
supervised general election in 
Korea to let Koreans themselves 
decide their form of government. 

Col. Gen. Terenty Shtikov, chief 
of the Russian delegation on the 
joint commission, made a counter 
proposal that the deadlocked com- 
mission name an all Korean 
people’s assembly.” 

Maj. Gen. Albert E. Brown, 
chief of the United States dele- 
gation, had proposed the plebi- 


seite to replace the oral consul- 


tations, which have been stalled 
because the two powers cannot 
agree on whom to consult. 

Shtikov issued a statement say- 
ing he was “ready to agree” to 
abandon oral consultation. 

He proposed, however, that the 
commission appoint a consulta- 
tive people’s assembly from 
groups “which fully uphold the 
Moscow decision and do not op- 


pose the commission and the Al- 


lied powers.” 

Thus he returned to the cause 
of the current deadlock, since the 
Russians have refused to consult 
rightist groups because they have 
opposed the Allied trusteeship. 

The American position is that 
only Korean Communists or Com- 
munist- controlled groups have not 
opposed the trusteeship, and the 
Russians thus would exclude all 
but them from consultation. 

Shtikov asserted Brown’s elec- 
tion proposal was made “with a 
pure propaganda aim.” 

The statement replied caustical- 
ly to one by Brown Monday that 
the Russians should remember 
that they were “guests of the 
South Korean Government and 
the United States.” 

Shtikov said the delegation was 
“not a mere guest but a member 
of an international commission.” 
Brown’s remarks were in reply 
to an earlier charge by Shtikov 
that the South Korean Govern- 
ment was interfering with the 
commission’s work by the “mass 
arrests” of leftists.

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Report to President Calls for 


Sharp Boost in 


Outlays for Scientific Research 


Public, Private. 


Board Recommends Federal Aid to Students, 
Assistance in Laboratory Facilities to Col- 
leges, and Development of Distinct Gov- 
ernment Program of Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP).

today that “national survival” demands that the United States 
sharply increase its spending for scientific research. In his 
first report as chairman of the President's Scientific Research Board, 
Steelman said yesterday “no responsible person can fail to recog- 


nize the uneasy character of the 


A nation that falls behind in 
fundamental scientific knowledge, 
he told President Truman, “would 
be severely handicapped in any 
future war.” 

. Steelman proposed that by 1957 
public and private outlays for ad- 


vancing research should be at the 


rate of 1 per cent of the national 
income, or an estimated two bil- 
lion dollars a year. 

This would be twice the present 
rate, but Steelman's report said _ it 
would be a bare minimum if we 

a bulwark of 


“We must constantly enlarge the 
boundaries of scientific knowledge 
in order to continue to provide 
the benefits of full production and 
full employment, and in order to 
protect our democracy from the 
dangers it faces in an uneasy 
world.” 

Challenge of World Situation. 

The report placed heavy empha- 
sis on the need for basic research, 
and Truman commented: 

“The fact that only a thin 
trickle of scientific knowledge is 

reaching us from other 
countries constitutes an emer- 
gency and a challenge. To meet 
this challenge, we — — 
the id growth of basic research, 
the * fertilization of ideas 
among our scientists, and the ma- 
turing of a new generation of Bei- 
entists who will think boldly and 
daringly.” 

Declaring that at present the 
United States has “no unified or 
comprehensive policy on scientific 
research or the support of science,” 
and that extension of scientific 
knowledge “may reasonably be 
said ta be a major factor in na- 
tional survival,” the board's report 
declared: 

“In the present state of the 
world, thie situation cannot be 
allowed to continue. The public 
interest is too intimately associ- 
ated with scientific progress for 
ecience to be treated as a govern- 
mental stepchild.” 

Seven Recommendations. 

The report is based on an ex- 
tensive survey of the nation’s 
scientific status. The first of five 
volumes eventually to be prepared 
on the su_ject, i recommend- 
ed these seven other points: 

1. That the next session of Con- 
gress establish a national science 
foundation “within the executive 
office of the President.” 

2 That the foundation be au- 
theorized to spend increasing 
amounts in support of basic re- 
search, rising to an annual rate of 
“at least $250,000,000 by 1957.” 

3 That heavier emphasis be 
placed upon basic research and 
medical research in our national 
research and development bud- 
get, but that we maintain military 
research expenditures “at high 
levels for at least the next five 
years.” 

4. That a federal program of 
assistance to undergraduate and 
graduate students in science be 
developed as a part of an over- 
all national scholarship and fel- 
lowship in order to cope 
with a shortage of scientific man- 


power. 

5. That federal assistance be 
given to universities and colleges 
in the matter of laboratory facili- 
ties and scientific equipment, 

6. That “every effort be made 

assist in the reconstruction of 
+ Aneel jaboratories as a part 
of our program of aid to peace- 
loving countries.” 

7. That a federal committee be

I see that Russian foreign policy is 

now based on co-operation, according to 
I. C. Frendberg’s dynamic letter censur- 
ing your editorial, “Must We Americans 
Be Fools?” Since when has this radical 
change in Soviet foreign policy taken 
place? According to the report by ex- 
perts of the Library of Congress: “In 
their efforts to achieve their goal, the 
Bolsheviks are prepared to play any 
card available at the time and which 
promises maximum success in a given 
situation.” | 

Mr. Frendberg also says that “it would 
be interesting to see the reaction of a 
Russian citizen if the statement (that 

the Kremlin fears the ‘brutally oppressed 
and exploited Russian people’) were 
made directly to him.” The expression 
on the Russian citizen's face would prob- 
ably be one of shock and fear, since that 
statement would make it his duty to 
report the speaker to the N.K.V.D. or 
else face deportation to a Russian slave

“Reliable information states .that 98 
per cent of the people are wholehearted- 
ly for their government,” continues Mr. 
Frendberg. He doesn’t say where he 
gets this information, but it sounds like 
it came from some Communist party 
member, since it is so obviously false. 
In defense of thi: statement he lauds the 
benefits received by “hopeless downtrod- 
den peasants and workers.” He fails to 
take into account, however, that the 
Russian citizen does not have freedom 
of speech, freedom of the press, freedom 
of religion, freedom to choose his own 
job, or many .of the other cherished 

rights of an American citizen. 
Yeards, Mr, Frendberg concludes that we 
have no reason to fear war with Russia, 
especially since Russia's economy and 
way of life are built on a peaceful foun- 
dation and require a peaceful world for 
full development.”

Britain's Plight—and Ours 

Britain has subjected itself to an amount of 
self-denial which no free nation would submit to 
except, in the direst emergency., For some of 
the causes England is itself to blame; for more, 
the force of world circumstances. In addition, 
there are some for which the burden rests on 
the United States. 

First of all, the British crisis has not come 
about because of the kind of government that 
is in power. “The Government’s nationalization 
program is of sublime irrelevance to the present 
economic situation,” says no particular friend of 
that Government, the London Economist. Sec- 
ond, it is not due to a collapse of British pro- 
ductive genius. Britain is producing more than 
ever before in its history. 

The main reasons for the crisis are these: 
Britain had to liquidate most of its investments 


in dollar’ countries during the war. Now the 
_ British must get along without one of their 


greatest prewar sources of dollar currency. 
To tide its economy over until the gap be- 


tween exports and imports could be closed, par- 


ticularly in dollar balances, Britain borrowed 
$3,750,000,000 from the United States. Price in- 
flation in the United States shrank this loan 
about 30 per cent before it could be used. Britain 
was put at a further serious disadvantage in at- 
tempting to make good on the loan proviso that 
it must make sterling convertible into dollars. It 
turned out that Canada, Argentina, Spain and 
other countries from which Britain was buying 
had serious dollar shortages, too, and put a 
severe drain on that country's dollar balances. 

While Britain has been buying 40 per cent of 
its imports from dollar countries, it has been 
selling only 15 per cent of its exports to them. 
To make it about as bad as possible, the prices 
of the things Britain imports have risen much 
more sharply than the prices of the things it 
exports. The island is running a world trade 
deficit on the order of $2,400,000,000 a year. 

It must seem a cruel injustice to a people who 
are producing better than ever before in their 
nation’s history, to be compelled to adopt a 
harsher regimen than in war—and after the 
we experience of a long war. Yet that is 
the situation of the British. The crushing severity 
of the measures is perhaps most strikingly shown 
in the cut in meat rations from 22 to 20 cents a 
week. It is difficult for anyone in well-fed 
America to imagine living on so spartan a diet— 
yet the whole program of British austerity is 
on a comparable level. 

Present conditions in Britain are likened by 
the New York Times to those of 1931 which com- 
pelled the country to quit the gold standard, but, 
that newspaper observes, the consequences could 
be more serious. The same newspaper reports 
in its news columns a mounting fear in London 
that the dollar crisis “may become a sterling 
crisis in a matter of weeks, thus threatening the 
stability of Britain’s currency.” 

The plight of England has already placed a 
serious question mark against the plans being 
led by the United States for increased freedom 
of trade throughout the world. If it continues, 
it cannot lead to anything but a trade war with 
the United States as the target of virtually all 
the rest of the world. It is becoming truer and 


truer to more and more nations that you can't 


do business with America—it costs too much. 

To no inconsiderable extent what is wrong 
with England is a symptom of the United States’ 
own illness. This country, if it is to avert dis- 
aster to itself and through itself to the world. 
has got to do something about its crazy price 
inflation and about its failwre to buy from dol- 
lar-hungry countries anything reasonably near 
what it sells to them. So important has this 
business of price become that it is estimated 
Britain could compensate for all its loss of for- 
eign investments by a reduction in the prices of 
its food and raw materials imports of only 15 
per cent! : | | }

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Why Not Give Kaiser a Chance? 

Henry Kaiser has demanded a Senate investi- 
gation of why the RFC sold the super-modern 
government-built steel plant at Geneva, Utah, to 
United States Steel for 20 cents on the dollar of 
its cost, but refuses to give him a corresponding 
writedown on the wartime plant he built sat 
Fontana, Calif. The investigation should be 
ordered, : 

The law provides that in disposing of wartime 
plants, the RFC shall give preference to buyers 
who will tend to break up the monopoly of in- 
dustry. As the Post-Dispatch pointed out at the 
time, the sale of the Geneva plant to United 
States Steel violated this law, Attorney General 
Clark's opinion to the contrary notwithstanding. 

United States Steel has been the prime mover 
in the monopolistic basing point price-fixing sys- 
tem in steel, and in size it overshadows all com- 
petitors. If flexibility ever is introduced in steel 
prices, United States Steel will not introduce it. 

Mr. Kaiser, on the other hand, has been a 
maverick in industry and has been spéctacularly 
successful at it. In dam building, cement manu- 
facturing and other industries involving the 
moving of great masses of material, he has 
pioneered revolutionary labor-saving methods. 
He once, single-handed, forced the cement trust 
to reduce prices. 

In proving, contrary to the opinion of the 
Maritime .Commission and the oldline shipbuild- 
ing companies, that Liberty ships could be mass- 
produced on the assembly line, Kaiser made an 
essential contribution to winning the war. 

As nearly as anyone, Kaiser could be ex- 
pected to sell steel on competitive terms and 
cut the excess of $5 a ton which the West Coast 
‘for so many years has had to pay over the steel 
price in the East. Somebody will get a bargain 
at Fontana, and the man who deserves it is the 


man who built the, plant and who might fight 
Big Steel. ; 


If Kaiser does not get Fontana, the over- 
whelming odds are that one-of the big steel 
companies will gobble it up, either by direct 
purchase or by picking it up from some straw- 
man serving as a stooge. Let the Senate in- 
vestigation be authorized to cover not only the 
disposition of Fontana but also why the anti- 
monopoly stipulation of Congress was violated 
in the sale of the plant in Utah.

Stigma for Opinions 


“Although the Government will not delve 
into an employe’s political affiliations,” we 
are told, “it may decide that his member- 
ship in one of the so-called ‘front’ organ- 
izations constitutes disloyalty.” 


Communist party members we needn't 
worry about, but when an effort is being 
made to stigmatize others because of their 
opinions or associations, not their actions, 
we have a drive against the most precious 
immunity of American citizenship. 


The United States has a problem of total 
security, and it is not easy to solve this 
problem. But the cure is worse than the 
disease when it involves a brushing aside 
of civil rights and is calculated to work 
the harshest injustice upon persons whose 


subversiveness consists of having their own 
views or making the mistake of choosing 
suspicious connections, 


It is a sad commentary on the hysteria. 


which has taken hold of us that, having 
defeated the Japanese who, sought to root 
out “wrong thoughts” among themselves, 
we are engaged in a similar campaign over 
here. 

The Messrs, Alsop contributed an article 
which deals with this business. Writing 
about 10 persons who were summarily 
dropped by the State Department for “dis- 
loyalty,” what they said applies equally to 
an additional 10 who have had to walk the 
plank. 


President Adams’ Folly 


Without any hearing, without being told 
wherein they were “disloyal,” these indi- 
viduals were dismissed out of hand. A press 
release merely charged them with “indi- 
rect association with representatives of a 
foreign power.” 

Conceivably, they might have ridden on 
the same bus with an attache of the So- 
viet Embassy. Surely, as the Alsops inti- 
mate, there must be some better way for 
the Government to rid itself of those who 
can be charged “on reasonably solid 
grounds” with subversive activities. 


Concerning the Alien and Sedition laws 
of a century and a half ago, a historian has 
pointed out that the hostile reaction of the 
country was directed at their political ani- 
mus rather than at their invasion of civil 
rights, 

That confusion of values is being repeat- 
ed today. Too many of us are so afraid of 
Russia or Communism that we forget other 
considerations which go to the very core 
of the American idea. 


But we will get our bearings before long, 
and we will realize, as our forefathers did 
when Jefferson and Madison spoke out 
against John Adams’ folly, as Americans 
generally did after Mitchell Palmer’s witch- 
hunting, that freedom of opinion is essen- 
tial to the functioning of democracy. 

When that time comes, we will remem- 
ber the current invasion of civil rights as 
a bad dream. 


Money Isn’t Everything

Saga of Soldiers’ Disillusion- 


THE TOM-WALKER, by Merl Sendez, (The Dial Pres, 
New York.) 


This swaggering, robust novel, like Miss 
Sandoz’ “Old Jules” and “Slogum House,” 
proves her command of the virile and vul- 
gar vernacular. This time she paints a 
three-generation panorama of life from 
Ohio to Wyoming, from 1866 Cincinnati to 
1947 Washington. Again she shows a rich 
and racy awareness of early American his- 
tory and folk customs, 

Her hero is Milton Stone; Union veteran, 
his right leg a stump and his illusions erod- 
ed in the roiled waters of postwar Cincin- 
nati, where his father has become a wealthy 
profiteer and the family life a feverish 
pretentiousness, Bitter though only 2, 
Milton heads west, into Missouri and Kan- 
sas, then farther.

He married his childhood sweetheart, 
Lucinda, but remained restlessly rootless, 
a wanderer, a teller of giant tales, a lusty 
wencher, hurling himself into fights with 
the iron leg, performing feats of tumbling 
and -dervish-like dancing despite the leg 
(hence the name “Tom-Walker,” affection- 
ate circus slang for a man on stilts). 

Milt's son Martin returns from World 
War I to face his own frustrations and 
start married life on a windy Wyoming 
acreage where his inherited strength is 
sternly taxed and the passions handed 
down by his father are aggravated into 
neurosis and shocking cruelties. His ven- 
geance on a touchy horse makes one of 
the most sadistic pages in fiction: with the 
horse tied, “Martin went to work with the 
rasp on one hoof after another. He wasn't 
reaming down the bad one but cutting into 
the tip of the hoofs, cutting wedges to 
crack deep and laming.” ' 

The career of Martin's son Milton (old 
Milton’s grandson) carries the reader to 
contemporary Washington and the last in 
a gallery of political predators Miss San- 
doz shows undermining veterans’ aid, con- 
servation, etc. At the end, young Milton, 
a World War II veteran, is present when a 
demagogic superman explodes an atom 
bomb at sea and terrifies official Washing- 
ton into quaking allegiance. 
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The 75 years of Miss Sandoz’ chronicle 
accent the phenomena of victorious post- 
war periods and mushrooming financial ex- 
pansion. Principal object lesson in her 
compressed but surcharged story is th 
veteran, the man who went away amid 
roars of praise and returned to disdain, 
distrust and doubledealing. 

In one of Miss Sandoz’ limber and laugh- 
ing words, this is a “gostratious” novel, 
full of pioneers and plundercrats, full of a 
warning message as well, and sure to add 
to her reputation for uninhibited realism 
and frontier frankness.

34.5 in 1000 Fail to Reach 
One Year—Figure Was 
38 in 45, 56 in 35. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Cen- 
sus Bureau has estimated the in- 
fant mortality rate for 1946, and— 

“The results are amazing, simp- 
ply astounding,” said Dr. Edwin 


F. Daily, director of health serv- 
ices for the Children’s Bureau. 

“In 1935,” he said, “56 out of 
every 1000 babies alive at birth 
died before they were a year old. 

“By 1945 that figure was cut to 
38 out of 1000. 

“And in 1946 we got it down to 
34.5 in 1000—a perfectly aston- 
ishing drop for one year.” 

Even more unusual than the in- 
fant figures, Dr. Daily thinks, is 
the work done with the new moth- 
ers. 

“In 1933,” he said, “we had a 
shocking record, with 6.2 deaths 
among every 1000 mothers. 

“In 1946 that was all the way 
down to 1.6 to 1000, 

Daily says a number of things 
have contributed to the advance- 
ments Among them are smarter 
docters, working with better 
techniques; better hospitals; bet- 
ter prenatal care; better informed 
mothers; better roads, making it 
easier to get the baby to the doc- 
tor.

97 MILLION REPORTED 
LACKING ILLNESS FUND 


N.Y. University Professor 
Says Insurance Must Pro- 
vide Better Medical Care. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug, 28 
(AP)—About 97,000,000 persons in 
the United States are not able to 
meet the financial demands of a 
serious illness, the national con- 
vention of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association was told yes- 
terday. Dr. Howard A, Rusk, 


chairman of the department of re 
habilitation and physical medicine 
at the New York University Col- 
lege of Medicine, and an associate 
editor of the New York Times, 
cited the figure. 

Dr. Rusk, a former St. Louisan, 
asserted the estimated annual cost 
of sickness and accidents in loss 
of earnings due to disability and 
premature death was eight billion 
dollars, and added, “Better medi- 
cal care can be provided, distri- 
bution of medical services can be 
improved and the costs can and 
must be covered by some type of 
insurance program.” 

Stating that hospitilization and 
medical insurance’ now covers an 
estimated 35,000,000 persons, Dr. 
Rusk. said, “everyone agrees that 
we need some type of health in- 
surance coverage, so could we not 
profitably give federal aid to 
states, local communities and se- 
lected voluntary groups to work 
‘out some of the problems ? 
If eventually our system is com- 
pulsory or voluntary, these groups 
will be the cornerstone for future 
progress.”

WORK DESCRBED 


Federalist Student Institute 
Hears Aid to Robert M. 
Hutchins.

The work of the Committee to 
Frame a World Constitution, 
under the presidency of Robert 
M. Hutchins, president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, was described 
to the United World Federalists 
Student Institute on World Fed- 
eration last night at the Down- 
town T. M. C. A. 

The new constitution, the con- 
tents of which will be made pub- 
lic soon, was described to the 


meeting by Stephen Benedict, 
member of the student council of 
United World Federalists and as- 
sistant editor of Common Cause, 
the organ of the committee. The 
committee began its deliberations 
in November 1945 and completed 
the first draft last week. 

Two approaches to world gov- 
ernment were debated yesterday 
afternoon by John Schmidt, De- 
troit attorney and spokesman for 
Federal Union, and John D. Me- 
Cutcheon, investment banker and 
2 of United World Federal 
sts. 

Schmidt, setting forth the point 
of view of Federal Unionist’, 
called for a nuclear union of dem- 
ocratically governed states to 
which other nations would be 
added as they qualified for mem- 
bership by adopting democratic 
forms of government. 

McCutcheon upheld the United 
World Federalist plan of building 
upon the United Nations and 
changing it from a treaty league 
system to a “real governmental 
system enforcing sanctions against 
the individual instead of nation 
states.” 

The institute is being attended 
by 54 registered students from 
over 30 preparatory schools and 
colleges in the Middle West and 
East. It will conclude with a 
luncheon tomorrow.

An “over-enthusiastic” employe 
—not the paint—was to blame, 
the manufacturer inajlsted. The 
worker neglected to coat the un- 
derside of the painted half of 
the stairs, it was reported. Not 
only that, but in a misguided 
burst of zeal the employe, un- 
known to the sponsors, had ap- 
plied an extra coat of the paint 
the day before, and fire-retarding 
paint requires 10 days to two 
weeks to harden to the point of 
effectiveness. 

In the confusion of the bungled 
test, it was generally overlooked 
that the painted section of the 
staircase did not collapse until 
25 minutes after the unpainted 
half gave way, the manufactur- 
er reported, This time element 
is most important, he added. 

At any rate, three more sets 
of stairs are being coated under 
supervision of the city chemist, 
and when these are burned, 
there are to be timing devices 
to register the degree of fire 
resistance.

BERLIN'S HUGE AIR RAID

If North bid his hand 
properly over one no-trump, he 
was bound to land in at least 
four no-trump; whereas, if he bid 
it improperly, and said only two 
spades over one no-trump, South 
would undoubtedly think that 
North was “signing off” and as 
a result the partnership could 
not even reach game! In short, 
North could lose the game by 
failing to reach it, or could lose 
it again by getting past it! 

The crux of this situation waa, 
of course, that since South had 
chosen to bid only one no trump 
over one spade, he barred him- 
self, for all practical -purposes, 
from taking really 
tion over any subsequent bid that 
North chose to make. 

North was smart enough te 
realize that something had gone 
wrong somewhere and therefore, 
instead of putting his own neck 
further in the noose by answering 
the four no-trump, he promptly 
passed, It was too late, however. 
South soon found that he could 
not make four no-trump against 
West's club lead, even though 
the heart suit broke beautifully 
and the diamond finesse worked.

OMPROMISE is often recom- 
mended as the basis for suc- 
ful marriage. 

It is often desirable and neces- 
sary, but it is not the ideal.

Boiled Nane 

For boiling, select waxy pota - 
toes which hold their shape well. 
Wash, scrape or peel thinly and 
cover with boiling salted water 
(one teaspoon salt to one quart 
water). Cover and cook at mod- 
erate rate until tender when 
pierced with a fork, from 20 to 30 
minutes, the time depending on 


the size and variety. Drain and 
save liquid. Transfer potatoes to 
a well heated covered dish in 
which they will keep hot until 
served;. Two or three tablespoons 
of the fat and the brown residue 
left in skillet after frying ham 
may be poured over the potatoes 
just after they are drained and 
just before they are shaken to 
give an appetizing brown-flecked 
surface and rich color. 

Two pounds will make five serv- 
ings. Large potatoes may be cut 
in halves or quarters to hasten 


cooking. Small new potatoes are 
often boiled with their skins on; 
skins will slip off easily when 
done or may be eaten with the 
potato,

OU may already have a recipe 
* for a French dressing which 

your family thinks is tops in 
flavor, but to you there is just one 
feature to be desired and that is 
for it to stay in emulsion once you 
give it that first thorough shak- 
ing or beating. Here is an easy 
way to do that without changing 
the flavor. Just add one-half 
teaspoon unbeaten egg white to 


shatter: each pint of mixed dressing and 
"| Yor’ lp *obtain 


after shaking, a 
dressing that will hold up almost 
as weil as any commercial one. 
Raw egg yolk will produce the 
same result but it has more effect 
on the color of the dressing than 
the egg white. 


French Dressing. 


One teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
dry mustard, one teaspoon sugar, 
one-half to one teaspoon paprika, 
big dash black pepper, one tea- 
spoon freshly grated onion, five 
tablespoons cider or wine vine- 
gar, one cup salad oil, one small 
clove garlic (if desired) peeled, 
one-quarter teaspoon egg white. 


Blend the first five ingredients 
thoroughly in a quart jar. Add 
rest of the ingredients, Put cap 
on jar and shake vigorously. Wipe 
jar and store in refrigerator for 
one hour, then remove and dis- 
veard garlic, Close jar and return 
to refrigerator until ready for use 
This is especially good on a green 
salad consisting of head lettuce, | 
romaine, a little tender spinach, | 
sliced green pepper and cucum- 
bers. Makes about one and one- 
third cups.

Repairing Veneer. 


Veneering, which is the process 
of gluing thin slices of attractive 
wood to a base of not so attractive 
stuff, was probably discovered hy 
some ancient Egyptian who was 
just killing time until five o’clock. 
Anyway, it’s nothing new but it 
is effective until one fine ‘day 
when the veneer pulls loose at the 
edges, or maybe in the middle, 
causing a blister. 

In a case where the edges are 
loose, you can take a thin knife 
and very gently scrape the glue 
off the veneer and the wood. 
Spread a thin coat of glue on 
the wood and then press the ve- 
neer back down. Use a weight or 
a clamp to keep it down until the 
glue is hard, Better put something 
between the veneer and the clamp 
s0 you won't damage the finish. 
This is called foresight and helps 
win wars,
